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(Amended) A method for me reduction or treatment of radiation injury 
comprising the step of orallyi administering to a human prior to expected exposure 
to radiation, during exposure \o radiation or after exposure to radiation, a 
composition which comprises an amount of one or more compounds effective to 
regulate at least one of cell differentiation and cell proliferation which is effective, 
when administered orally, to regulate at least one of cell differentiation and cell 
proliferation, and an effective amount of one or more antioxidants. 


(Amended) A method as claimed in claim 1, wherein the composition further 
comprises one or more ingredients selected from the group consisting of selenium 
and compounds containing selenium. 




(Amended) A method as claimed in claim 16, wherein the pharmaceutical ly 
acceptable topical carrier comprises a sufficient amount of at least one 
hydrophilic ointment base to fqrm a topical composition.
